the Louisiana Reluming Board Inwi* 
bwii brought to the bar ot justice nl 
lust. 


On Saturday the sheriff of Is'ew Or- 


b-nr.s succeeded in arresting Anderson, 
Kvniu-i- and Casnniiveon stulo warrants 
—bnt not until ufti-r a. apriteil coullict 
with Iheflllioiiilsof tho Custom House, 
in which building tho pnrllcs wero 
known to bu concealed. The United 
States Marshal, to m-iko liia "protec- 
tion" sure, had summoned n squad of 
marines from a government vessel anil 
sUlioncd tliem in tlie custom lionsa, 
and when tho sheriff proceeded to exe- 
cute l.is writ, ho and his deputies were 
pUci'd 
under arrest; but 
were as 


piomptiy discharged by tho court. A 
dispatch from Washington also dirccU 
cil the marshal not to resist tho slnlo 
authorities, nnrt there being no pretext 
for further resistance, tho arrest of An- 
derson; Kennor and Casamwo followed. 
They were put to jail, and on Monday 
t iken before conit, where they asked a 
cb.ingo of venue, but which tho cjiirl 
refuse-'], because the proceedings had all 
bjcn vi-iy carefully taken and llio jur- 
ors for Iho terra selected with the ut- 
mo.-.t iirpartiality. Tho "boas," ox-
